On the first of this mouth an un- 


inown man was taken to the hospital. 
He was suffering with a severe attack 
)C pneumonia, being unconscious when 
first found. In his delirium he gave 
the name of Dan Callahan, but after 
regaining consciousness told the hos- 
pital authorities that he was H. Mur- 
ray. 


No further Information 
could 
be 


gained from the n>an, tor he Imme- 
diately became delirious again 
and 


lied while In that condition. 


The body was taken to Perkins'Mor- 


tuary Parlors, letters and papers found 
in the man's clothing furnished evi- 
dence that H. Murray was his name, 
TVuro, Nova Scotia, his home. 


Telegrams were dispatched to that 


place, describing the deceased, and In 
response, Angus 
Murray, father 
of 


Harry Murray, the supposed deceased, 
ordered the body of his son forwarded 
o Truro, N. S., at once. 
When the body arrived the relatives 


^arce recognized it, but not having 
>een their son Har^y 
for over two 


years, thought the change possible.

to just how H. Murray was identified, 
and Perkins and Oliver are doing ev- 
erything in their power to rectify any, 
mistake, if a mistake has been made.
